The Committee on Library and Reading Rooms in presenting 
its report for the work of the library during the past fiscal year 
can only point out briefly and emphasize a few important features 
contained in the librarian's report, which covers everything in 
complete detail and with full statistics. 

The work of the first five months of the year covered by 
this report was under the administration of our former librarian, 
Mr. Bowernian, and since November ist, under our present 
librarian, Mr. Bailey. For two months during the summer of 
last year the work was efficiently performed by Miss Hillegas, 
acting librarian, in the interim. 

Several innovations have been made, notably the appoint- 
ment of librarian for the Reference Department, and the patrons 
of this branch of our library have already shown their appre- 
ciation of this service. It has been the aim of the Committee to 
strengthen this department, as it is considered one of the most 
beneficial branches in public library work, and it is gratifying to 
report the appreciation by the public of such efforts. 

We have also placed in circulation bound copies of the 
current popular magazines for which there is a constantly 
increasing demand. 

The statistics show an ever growing use of the library and 
constantly increasing circulation, not only in the main library, 
including the Children's Department, but also through the school 
circulating system.

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Annual Report of the Librarian 

1904.1905 



To the President and Board of Managers of The- Wilmington 
Institute : 

The librarian presents the report of the Wilmington Institute 
Free Library for the year ending February 28, 1905, making the 
eleventh year of its administration as a free library. The statistics 
for* the year show a gratifying increase over last year not only in 
the number of volumes circulated but also in the character of the 
books read. As no special effort has been made to increase the 
circulation it is fair to assume that the increased activities of the 
library are due to natural growth and that it has a firmer hold 
than ever before on the affections of the citizens of Wilmington. 

CONTENTS AND ACCESSIONS. 

During the year there were added to the library, including 
public documents not entered in the accession book, 5,311 vol- 
umes. Deducting 2,583 volumes withdrawn, the net increase, 
2,728, makes the total number of volumes in the library 54,639. 
The largest single item of accessions is that of juvenile works, 
2,527 volumes, and the next largest is fiction, 701 volumes. The 
very large number added to juvenile works is due to the fact that 
1,225 volumes were added to the libraries sent to t'he schools, 
making only 1,302 volumes actually added to the shelves of the 
juvenile department at the main library and at the Rockford 
branch. Because it was found necessary to replace a large num- 
'ber of juvenile works that had worn out, it was impossible to add 
as large a number of books of a more serious character as in the 
previous year. 

Although several sets of classic authors have been added dur- 
ing the year much yet remains to be done in this line and a con- 
stant watch of second-hand and auction catalogues is kej)t in or- 
der that no bargain may escape attention. The additions to fie- 
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tion have been relatively small. This is due to the use made of 
books received from the Bodley Club service and also to the fact 
that many old books of doubtful merit have worn out and have 
not been replaced. There have also been withdrawn from the 
shelves various editions of works that have lost their value be- 
cause superseded by works which are more attractive in form and 
more accurate in information. At present the shelves contain 
very few books that have not a real value for some member of the 
community, and the total of 54,639 volumes forms an excellent 
working library with little or no dead-wood. 

The net price system of the American Publishers Association 
still continues to work as a hardship to all libraries in the coun- 
try. As has been the policy of the library since the net rule went 
into effect, only those books which are in immediate demand by 
readers have been bought within the year of publication. The 
purchase of all others has been deferred until the end of the year 
or bought from auction and from dealers in second-hand books. 
This policy not only enables the library to buy these books at a 
reduction but also allows time for the true worth of a book to be- 
come known. It has repeatedly happened that a book attracting 
general attention on publication has fallen into oblivion at the end 
of a year. 

The annual inventory of books made in May showed 833 
volumes of juvenile and fiction not accounted for, and 561 vol- 
umes of other works. Quite a number of books missed at the 
time of the inventory have since been returned. A comparison of 
their statistics proves that the actual loss of books is not greater 
than that of other libraries allowing unrestricted access to the 
shelves. (See Table A.) 

REGISTRATION. 

During the year 4,059 new cards were issued to registered 
borrowers of which 112 were for the Rockford branch. After de- 
ducting canceled cards and those which have expired under the 
three year limit the net registration at the close of the year was 
14,972, including 670 at Rockford, 5,847 public school pupils, 154 
teachers, and 824 out-of-town borrowers. (See Table B.) 
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CIRCULATION. 

Circulation for the year was 222,556, an increase of 9,725 
over last year. For the central library the circulation was 203,941, 
an increase of 16,024. This makes the largest circulation in the 
history of the. central library. February, the last month of the 
year, had a daily average of 823, the largest daily average of any 
month since the library was made free. It is a matter for regret 
that it was not possible to send the school libraries at the begin- 
ning of the school year. Had this been done there is no doubt 
that the total circulation of the year would have been the largest 
in the history of the library. Part of the increase at the central 
library is probably due to the fact that the school Irbraries were 
not sent in September and many children who would otherwise 
have taken books from the schools have taken them from the 
library; but, making due allowance for this, the increase at the 
central library, is very gratifying. 

In common with other public libraries throughout the coun- 
try, the statistics show a decided tendency on the part of the pub- 
lic to read more serious literature. The percentage of the circu- 
lation of fiction in this library decreased from 53.38 per cent to 
50.42. Owing to the decreased circulation in the schools, the 
percentage of juvenile circulation also shows a decrease while all 
other classes, with one exception, show increased percentages. 
The largest increases were in the classes of useful arts and lit- 
erature. In useful arts the circulation increased from 1,763 last 
year to 2,360. An increasing number of mechanics in the manu- 
facturing establishments of the city are learning that special 
books along their lines of work are in the library and can be bor- 
rowed or consulted free of cost. Although books in these classes 
are very expensive and as a rule can not be bought at reduced 
prices a special effort is made to get most of those that are valu- 
able. (See Tables C and D.) 

CIRCULATING MAGAZINES. 

The plan of binding and circulating single copies of popular 
magazines has proved popular. The issues for each month are in 
constant circulation until new issues are put on the shelf, and cir- 
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culation continues for several months after publication. This 
feature of the library's work might be increased by subscribing to 
more copies of popular magazines and also by adding magazines 
like the Bookman and Critic. 

NON-RESIDENTS. 

There are now 824 out-of-town borrowers. While most of 
these are in New Castle County some are in other parts of Dela- 
ware and in Pennsylvania. The superintendent of schools in New 
Castle County, Professor A. R. Spaid, has done much to increase 
the use of the library by the teachers under him and many have 
availed themselves of its privileges. 

BODLKY CLUB. 

The circulation of books from the Bodley Club increased 
from 9,325 to 12,066, a gain of 2,741. This increase is not large 
when it is taken into consideration that it is the first full year since 
the library has subscribed for 250 volumes. The average circula- 
tion per month is less than during the last five months of the pre- 
ceding year, due to the fact that it has been impossible to get 
books until they have been in use by the Booklover's Library at 
least four months. For this reason it has not been as successful 
in supplying popular books as it was last year. 

I.IBRARY RULES. 

Attention was called in the last annual report to the library 
rules covering borrowing privileges. The rule allowing any bor- 
rower to take as many books (other than juvenile or fiction) as he 
might need and to keep them for an indefinite period by giving 
notice at the desk, has proved very popular. Many have availed 
themselves of the privilege and no one has taken undue advantage 
of the liberality. A new edition of the printed rules was issued in 
January, and these new rules were incorporated in them. 

children's room. 

The statistics show an increase of 4,023 in the circulation of 
juvenile works, This increase does not, however, show all the in- 
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creased activities of the children's room. The reference. work 
with children and with teachers is still increasing and at times 
during the rush hours it is aInK>st imperatively necessary to have 
one attendant for reference work alone while others attend to cir- 
culation. 

The picture bulletins with short lists of books which have 
been posted from time to time 'have aroused keen interest and ap- 
preciation on the part of the children. Bulletins relating to var- 
ious holidays, noted men and n>atters of public importance have 
been posted, much time and thought having been spent on them 
by the assistants. 

SCHOOI. UBRARIBS. 

At the close of the school year in June, when books were re- 
turned to the library from the schools it was found that many of 
them were worn out and others were so soiled that it was unwise 
to put them again in circulation. Complaints were received from 
teachers that the books had been in circulation so long that the 
children had lost interest in them. 

Owing to the resignation of the previous librarian in August, 
not'hing was done to add any books to these libraries until after 
November first. At the request of the superintendent of schools, 
the principal of each school sent to the librarian a statement giv- 
ing the number of volumes needed by each school, criticism of 
the libraries sent the previous year and brief outlines of special 
topics studied in the school. In many cases requests for specific 
books were sent. Using these statements as a basis and depend- 
ing largely on the excellent school lists issued by the Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburg, the Brookline (Mass.) Public Library and 
the list compiled by Miss Hewins of the Hartford Public Library, 
a list containing 1,225 volumes was ordered. This list covered 
all subjects but special attention was given to general literature, 
poetry, American history, biography and fine arts. When re- 
ceived these new books, together with as many of the old books 
as were in good condition, were so apportioned that each school 
received a proportionate number of new and old books. 

Delays unavoidable in preparing so many books for circula- 
tion prevented the shipment to the schools until the middle of 
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January. The superintendent of schools and his assistant and 
many principals and teachers report that the books were received 
with deHght by the children. 

Although the use of libraries by the schools is large and stead- 
ily growing, there is room for much improvement in this respect. 
At least 2,500 of the old volumes now in the schools are so soiled 
or badly worn that they should be replaced or withdrawn abso- 
lutely and more recent books substituted. The libraries should 
be arranged so that it would be possible to send each year an en- 
tirely different selection to each school for three years in succes- 
sion, in order that interest might be maintained. Further benefits 
to the library and to the schools might be brought about if an as- 
sistant could be appointed whose only duties would be to look af- 
ter the school libraries, give talks on the books in the schools, 
help the scholars in reference work and explain to them the work 
and aims of the central library. (See Table E.) 

REFERENCE WORK. 

Several changes have been made in the reference department. 
The reference work with scholars from the High School, Friends' 
School and the general public was found to interfere so materially 
with the work of the circulating department that it was necessary 
to make changes in the work of several assistants so that it would 
he possible for one assistant to give her whole time during after- 
noons to the reference work. The change has proved a decided 
relief to the circulating department, and the public has the benefit 
of the services of one whose sole duty during the busy part of the 
day is to assist readers and students. As the work of the library 
expands this very important branch of the work will increase and 
it will soon be necessary to have an assistant whose whole time 
will be given to the reference department. 

In order to make more shelf room, the set of congressional 
records which were shelved in the reference room were removed 
to the basement and the space left vacant was partly filled with 
standard editions of well-known authors such as Dickens, Thack- 
eray, Holmes, Longfellow and Irving. These sets make a very 
attractive appearance and in addition give much needed space on 
the regular shelves from which they were taken. 
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MEDICAL BOOKS. 

During the year the library has had no special funds with 
which to buy medical books. A few books on general health and 
hygiene have been bought and put on the regular shelves but 
nothing has been added to the special medical collection started 
two years ago. In view of the fact that the medical profession of 
the community shows such an entire lack of interest in the pro- 
ject it may be wise not to make an effort to increase the efficiency 
of this department. The good reference works already on the 
shelves will undoubtedly be sufficient for present use. The Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association is still given by Dr. 
Ralph Stubbs and the American Medicine by Dr. J. A. Ellegood 
and the library has continued its subscription to the British Medi- 
cal Journal. 

ROCKFORD. 

Although no great change has occurred at the Rockford 
branch during the year, the number of registered borrowers and 
the circulation have increased slightly and the attendance has 
been somewhat larger. In order to make more shelf room, a 
large number of out-of-date works and unused fiction were with- 
drawn and an encyclopedia of modem date was substituted for 
several old reference works of no value. Picture bulletins which 
are changed from time to time are continually on exihibition and 
the assistants in charge make the room as attractive as possible. 

THE people's settlement. 

The library has again sent about loo books to the People's 
Settlement where they have been greatly appreciated by the chil- 
dren and in many cases by adults. This success at the People's 
Settlement might be easily duplicated in other parts of the city if 
books could be lent without crippling the resources of the central 
library. Small traveling libraries might be sent to Sunday- 
schools, to fire-engine houses, to many of the large manufacturing 
establishments, and deposit stations might be established in var- 
ious parts of the city where the people are at a distance from the 
main library. As the lack of funds makes regular branch libraries 
out of the question at present, development of the resources of the 
library must be along some such lines as these. 
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BINDING. 

The binding question is a very serious one. The very great- 
ly increased circulation of the last three years is having its effect 
on the number of books which must be rebound. As the appro- 
priation for the year was inadequate to meet the demands upon 
it there were at the end of the year 1,500 volumes of juvenile 
works and fiction waiting to be reboun-d, and 200 volumes of per- 
iodicals were still unbound. Most of the 1,500 volumes had been 
waiting for eight or nine months and the number of books avail- 
able for circulation had been correspondingly decreased. The 
volumes of periodicals are all indexed in Poole and constant calls 
are made for them. Besides the increased cost of administration 
inseparable from handling unbound material, the chance of losing 
numbers of periodicals is increased a hundred fold. It is some- 
times impossible to replace lost copies of periodicals and when 
possible it is usually at great expense. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The Bulletin published by the library was discontinued while 
the library was without a librarian. With the beginning of Jan- 
uary publication was resumed and the Bulletin has since appeared 
promptly on the first of each month. That it is a necessary part 
of the library work is proven by the fact that all issues for the past 
year are exhausted. The publication of the Bulletin is made pos- 
sible only through the generosity of the Morning News which 
prints lists of new books in its columns and holds the type for 
printing in bulletin form, making no charge for the composition. 
The grateful thanks of the library board are due the publishers of 
the Morning News. 

From time to time items of interest and lists of books on 
special subjects have been printed in the daily papers. These to- 
gether with other lists have been posted on the bulletin board and 
whenever possible illustrations have been added. Attractive cir- 
culars of the popular magazines are always on exhibition and the 
circulars of popular holiday books which were displayed at Christ- 
mas time attracted much attention. 
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SUMMER KESORT LITERATURE. 

In March, 1904, a circular letter was sent to all the leading 
railway and steamship lines of the country asking for circulars 
and illustrated material relating to their routes of travel. Most 
companies responded liberally and the leaflets were placed in the 
reference room for free distribution. This exhibition proved so 
|K)pular among those planning summer vacations that the pur- 
pose is to continue the plan the coming summer. 

EXCHANGES. 

The library has been able to add materially to its resources 
by means of exchange with other libraries, especially with the 
Library of Congress and the New York State Li-brar}-. A list of 
volumes needed by the library to complete sets of periodicals in- 
dexed in Poole is kept on file at the Library of Congress. Thirty- 
seven volumes have been received from the Library of Congress 
and one set has been completed. 

GIFTS. 

According to the table of gifts (see Table G) the library re- 
ceived 455 volumes, 659 pamphlets, 531 numbers of periodicals 
and 5 manuscripts 3 of which relate to the local history of the 
community. Manuscripts throwing light on the history of the 
city or relating to former residents of the community are specially 
valuable and an effort should be made to make the public realize 
that the library, which preserves all material relating to the his- 
tory of Wilmington, is the proper place to deposit such manu- 
scripts. 

Among other gifts of value the library received a set of the 
Proceedings of the American Bar Association and the Decennial 
Publications of the University of Chicago. 

STAFF. 

During the year several changes have occurred in the staff, 
three members besides the librarian 'having resigned. At the 
close of the year one position was still vacant but will soon be 
filled by the appointment of the present apprentice. The appren- 
tice system has been of the greatest service to the library. It not 
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only makes it possible for the library to test the capability and in- 
telligence of the applicant for the position but it is the strongest 
test of her enthusiasm for library work. 

The librarian wishes to express his cordial appreciation of 
the efficiency and enthusiasm of the staflf. In taking up new work 
in a new place his work has been made as easy as possible by the 
intelligence, good will and enthusiasm shown by all its members. 

Four months work has been sufficient to acquaint the li- 
brarian with the fact that the library fills a very important place 
in the life of the city and has the support of all classes. For the 
good will expressed by many citizens and especially for the sup- 
port and cordial sympathy o-f the board, the librarian wishes to 
extend grateful thanks.
